black and purple... Phe .body rested on a 
bier in the main aisle, and it was found 
that thé remains were sufficiently pre- 
served to permit thé removal of the 
metallic covering. Many viewed the re- 
mains through the glass. After the serv- 
ices ended and the congregation was dis- 
m@@ged, further visits to the church 
wéfe discouraged. 

During the day Cardinal Gibbons tele- 
graphe@? his cond#®nces. Many other 
messages came from all over the United 
States and from _ other 
world. 

The arrangements for the funeral of 
Archbishop Chapelle were changed again 
tonight in view of the desire of the ma- 
rine hospital service to avert the gather- 
ing of a large crowd in the infected dis- 
trict in the very heart of which the Ca- 
thedral stands. While the body reposed 
in state there tonight, the doors of the 
edifice were closegq, and there was but 
the small guard of honor composed of 
priests. The high mass will be sung to- 
morrow morning, a8 was done today, and 
the remains wil] immediately thereefter 
be interred in the crypt of the cathedral. 
It. will not be generally known that the 
hour has been changed, so there will be 
but a few present at the final obsequies. 

Bishop Fitzgerald, the senior bishop 
of the diocese, who succeeds temporarily 
to the administration of the affairs of 
the diocese, cannot come here owing to 
the quarantines, so he had appointed 
Pishop Rouxel administrator. The meet- 
ing of priests and bishops, which wil.

DEATH SENTENCE FOR MILNER. 


First Penalty of Kind in Spalding in 
Thirty Years. 


Griffin, Ga., August 10.—(Special.)—The 
Superior court for this county, which has 
been in session for this week, adjourned 
yesterday jafternoon to meet again on the 
fourth Monday in September. Some of 
the most important criminal bustness 
and all of the civil business was passed 
over until the adjourned term. The only 
murder case that was tried was that of 
the young negro, Ralph Milner, who was 
charged with the killing of Sam Jones, 
a well-known and prosperous negro farm- 
er, about one month ago. He was found 
guilty without recommendation and Judge 
Reagan sentenced’ him to be hanged on 
the Ii4th of September. His attorneys, 
Judge Robert T. Daniel, David J. Bailey, 
Jr. and Lucien Goodrich, who were ap- 
pointed by the court to defend Milner, 
have announced their intention to carry 
the case to the supreme court. This is 
the first death penalty that has been 
pronounced in this county = in. almost 
thirty years. Milner is only !6 years old 
and his victim was his uncle. Solicitor 
Bloodworth was assisted in the prosecu- 
tlon of the case by Joseph D. Boyd, of 
the Griffin bar. The motion for new 
trial has been set for the 2ist at Jack 
SON.

Unacceptable, as ttey are, however, it 
can be stated that these two principal 
conditions did not come as a surprise 
to the Russian plenipotentiaries. he 
friendly fashion in which Baron Komura 
explained the conditions before handing 
them to Mr. Witte and the avoidance 
of the use of the word “indemnity” in 
the presentation of Javan’s bill for the 
cost of the war, without fixing a sum, 
leaves the way open for negotiations and 
constitutes: {Remain hope that a fina! 
agreement is possible. . 

Sudden Rupture Improbable. 

Certainly the danger of a sudden rup- 
ture, no matter what the ultimate result 
may be is ptfecluded by today’s develop- 
ments.

The Japanese, on the contrary, 
Baron Komura announced at the confer- 
ence today, consider them moderate, con- 
tending they only represent a fait com- 
pensation for the expenses of the War 
and the victories they have achieved on 
land and sea, their sole purpose being to 
attain the objects for which they Have

fought, the spoils claimed being Only 


such a8 they are legitimately entitléd to 
as the result of their army and n&val 
successes. The Russian plenipotentiaries 
as soon as the Japanese terms were in 
their hands called in the five expert dele- 
gates attached to the mission and spent 
the whole afternoon in the consideration 
of the terms. Meantime the conditions 
had been placed in cipher, and cabled to 
the czar with M. Witte's personal recom- 
mendations. 

It is hoped that a reply will be received 
from the emperor. tomorrow, in which 
case M. Witte expects to have the Rus- 
sian response ready by Saturday, but it 
is not unlikely that Saturday, being the 
first’ anniversary of the birth of the 
czarevitch, the presentation of the reply 
will be deferred until Monday. Meéean- 
time the plenipotenatries will not méét, 
unless some unexpected necessity for ‘a 
conference should arise. 

The Japanese plenipotenaries manifést 
not the slightest annoyance at the pros- 
pect of q few days @elny. They realize 
how sertous the issue is, and are pef- 
fectly willing to give their Russian coj- 
leagues ample time for consideration. 
M. ‘Witte and Baron RoSen had yeste#- 
day accepted an invitation to dine with 
Assistant Secretary of State Peirce, and, 
in spite of their arduous labors at the 
navy yard today, they kept the engage- 
ment. 

At 9 o’clock, upon their return to their 
quarters in the hotel, they plunged again 
into their work, and fiie lights in their 
room burned long after midnight,

PISTOL AKD ROCK FOUND 


IN DEAD MAN'S POCKET 


Mrs. Cobb Will, Et.4e Said, Be Ar- 
rested This Morning, Charged 
With Voluntary Manslaugh- 
ter, Following Suggestion 
of Coroner’s Inquest. 


Royston, Ga, August 10.—(Special.)— 
Mra. W. P. Cobb will be arrested to- 
morrow morning on the charge of volun- 
tary manslaughter, aceording to the ac- 
tion. of the coron@’s jury. It is probable 
that she will be Admitted to bail if she 
succeeds in securing the necessary bonds- 


men. 

It is sald that sensational developments 
will follow the investigation into the 
killing of ex-Senator Cobb by his wife. 
According to statements mads in this 
city today, Professor Cobb had received 
netice about two weeks since that he 
hai better -watch his home. 

Before the date of the tragedy which 
cost the life of the husband, it is al- 
leged there had been more than one dis- 
agreement between himself and his wife, 
and owing to the various rumors and re- 
ports sensational developments are ex- 
pected. 

The body of Professor Cobb was laid 
to. rest at 4:30 o'clock this afternoon 
at the burying ground in this city, and’ 
the funeral wes largely attended. 

Mrs. Cobb’s statement that she 

took ‘ther husband for a burglar is doubt- 
ed by many. It is the general opinion 
that when Professor Cobb went away, 
ostensibly to be gome several days, he 
returtred uriexpectediy, ‘and ‘that the kill- 
ing followed, 7 ig. believed, however, 
that Mrs. Cobb did the shooting. . No 
male person Other than Prefessor Cobb 
was seen at the Cobb home shat night, 
so far as known. >, 
The deepest interest is manifest fhrougnh- 
out’ this section Tn the tragedy. .The cor- 
oner’s jury recommengs that Mra, Cebb 
be held for voluntary mansiaughtery. 

Mrs. Cobb declares that she mistook 
her husband for a burglar, as he was 
away from home at the time, and she 
was not expecting him to return until 
Thursday. When she heard a noise at 
her window during the night, she too 
a revolver from the reading tabie 
where she had left it and fired two shots 
eat a figure crouching’ outside, 

A sensationsal feature ofthe coroners’ 
juvestigation was the evidence of.Dr. J. 
OQ. McCrary, who was the first physician 
tu reach the scene after Cobb was sho“. 
He produced before the coroner’s july 
a revolver and rock which he testified 
had been found in ap outer pocket of 
the coat worn by the dead man, 

Mrs. Cobb’s Statement. 
Mrs. Cobbs’ statement to the jury was 


mis- 


as follows: 

“Mr. Cobb left home Tuesday morning, 
telling me that he would not be _ back 
until Thureday. Mr. Cobb bought me a 
pistol in Atlanta since we moved here. 
This I generally kept under my head, 
but last night I was reading and had it 
on my table ang left it there. 

“I retired about 10:30 o'clock, and 
woke up some time during the night. I 
reard a. kind of rustling nolse at. the 
lcwer window of my room. [ got up and 
gm my “pistol <As I approached the 
window I saw a form some distance 
from the window. As it went behind 
the chimney I went fo the upper win- 
dow. , 

“I went from window to window, two 
or three times, maybe more. The form 
seemed to get nearer to the upper win- 


dow, ang I pulled down the shade xo 
that I could see just below it. The 
form seemed to crouch down. I sfoda 
at the upper side of the windew and 
pulled the shade to one side and shoi 
twice, 

“After shooting I thought everything 
I began tO scream and went to send 
Clifford Ginn after a doctor. 
Mr. Welborn. I couldn't call very joud.

“After shooting I threw the pisiof 
down. I don’t know how long it was 
between shota”’ 

Other witnesses declared that Mr. Cobo 
was seen on the streets about 10 o’ciook 
lat night, but seemed anxious to be un- 
observed. It seems he had, gone on: 
to his farm and, leaving his horse ang 
buggy there, had walked back to the 
city. 

Upon post-mortem examination of the 
wound in the abdomen ft was found that 
the shot had ranged upward, while the 
shot in the heaq ranged downward. 

Witnesses were introduced who testi- 
fied that there was & considerable inter. 
val between the shots, sufficient time 
for a person to walk back and forth 
across a room.

Witnesses Testified That Walter and 
Clarence Rhodes, of’ Hephzibah, 
Threatened to Kill John Fry- 
er—Must Face Federal 
Court as Result. 


Augusta, Ga, August .10.—(Special.) — 
Walter EB. and Clarence A. Rhodes, ¢wo 
well) known youfig men of Hephzibah, 
were bound over to’the next term of the 
federal court today by United States 
Commissioner Lane, each under a $3,000 
bond, om the charge of conspiracy -:o in- 
timidate John B. Fryer, a witness in 
the peonhage case, brought against A‘%s:- 
lom Rhodes, their father. 

Witnesses testified that on last Sa-ur- 
day the young men, under the inflaence 
of whisky, visited the store of Fryer, at 
Hephzibah threatened ic kill Fryer as. the 
prosecutor of their fatrer, fired pistols 
into the store and frightened the entire 
village 

Fryer is one of the. principal witnesses 
in the peonage case, and at the prelimin- 
ary trial it was the endeavor of Absalom 
Rhodes to show that it. was a spite pros- 
ecution instigated by Fryer to get ever 
because of a former feud. 

The young men are charged with 
swearing théy would kil Fryer on en- 
tering the village.

ROOF OF TUNNEL GAVE WAY. 


Twenty-two Men Narrowly Eecaped 
Death Under North River. 


New York, August 10.—Under the pres- 
sure of the weight of the North river 
the roof of the tube of the Twin tunnels 
being bored from Fifteenth street, Jer- 
sey City, to Merton street. Manhattan, 
partly gave way yesterday and: twenty- 
two men at work behind the borings- 
held narrowly escaped ‘drowning. ; One 
man iost his life, having been crushed 
by the shield, stunned and drowned. 

Nineteen of the Workmen Took fright 
when the water began to trickle down 
upon them and. fled toward the gate of 
the air lock. Three retained their pres- 
ence of mind and plugged up the break 
in the roof. When they finished their 
work they were hip deep ‘in the water. 
Work on the southern Of the tunnel 
was finished last fall: The northern bore 
had been.carried to: within 200 yards of 
the New York shore when yesterday's 
leak began. The three men who remain- 
ed plugged fhe hole with bags filled 
with sawdusf, h are always kept 
near the force for fhat purpose. The 
pressure of compressed alr wag increased 
and it held the bags of sawdust against 
the opening until] planks.and timbers 
could be placed in positTon.

‘Section 328 of the 
fines embracery as an attempt, 
successful or not, to influence a jury cor- 
ruptly to one side by promises, persua- 
ison, entreaties, money, entertainments 
and the jike. Etvery embracer who shall 
procure or attempt to procure a juror 
to take money, gain or profit, or shail 
corruptly influence or attempt to influ- 
ence a juror by persuasions, promise, en- 
treaties, or by any other means, shall 
be punished by imprisonment and labor 
in the penitentiary for not less than one 
year nor longer than four years. 
the juror convicted of taking money, 
gain, or protfi, or of being corruptly in. 
fluenced as aforesaid shall be punished 
by confinement and jabor in the peniten- 
tiary. for not less than two years, nor 
longer than five years, and shall be fov- 
ever disqualified to act as a juror. 

“It will be observed from the forego- 
ing,’’ continued the solicitor, “that not 
only is the juror who js guilty under that 
Statute subject to the penitentiary, bus 
the party who alds him in his downfal 
Or even attempts to do so is also guilty. 

“It is not at all necessary to show 
whether the attempt upon the part of 
the jury-fixer or the jurymen wag suc- 
cessful or not, the bare attempt to dv 
such a thing brings the guilty party well 
Within the meaning of the statute.

GRAVES TALKS 
TQ LAWMAKERS 


Prominent Georgian Delivers 
Address Before Legis- 
lature, 


Before the Georgia legislature yester- 


day afternoon, Hon. John Temple Graves, 
of Atlanta, delivered one o? the most eln- 
quent addresses ever heard in the hall of 
representatives. When the house aa- 
journed its businéS$ séssion at 4 o’clock 
every member remained to hear Mr. 
Graves’ address. 

After being introduced by Speaker S!a- 
tan, and when he arose to address his 
audience, the applause was so great that 
tt was several minutes before he could 
begin. 

Mr. Graves spoKe of the great issues 
that confront the peopie of Georgia, and 
the people of the nation. 

He spoke of the race problem. He de- 
clared that of all the problems that con- 
front the people, this problem js the 
greatest. He believed that “it wrapped 
itself around all the great civic ques- 
tions of the age.’’ He thought that ![f 
the republic endures, this question must 
soon be settled one way or another. 

He believed in electing men to 2ffice 
who believed in something, who did 
something, and who stcod. for some- 
thing. He believed principle to be high- 
er than party, and praised Representative 
Colquitt, for the reply he made tv a 
statement in which uis democracy was 
questioned, when he said that if he was 
not a white democrat he was a white 
aristocrat. 

Mr. Graves declared that he stood for 
William R, Hearst in the last presidential 
campaign, because he was the only man 
in the field who stood for the pure and 
fundamental principles of Jeffersongan 
Democracy. And he said if the Demo- 
cratic party will ever come at last into 
power, it must plant itself square upon 
the doctrines of: Jefferson and Jackson. 
He declared that the only platform Al- 
ton B. Parker could boast was a gold tel- 
egram. He was not in favor of that kind 
of a platform. 

“A platform,”’ said Mr, Graves, “is not 
a blanket, but it is a battle flag. Not a 
synyphony, but a bugle call.” 

Mr. Graves paid a glowing tribute to 
William J. Bryan, speaking of him as 
one of tthe greatest-servants the country 
has ever had. He spoke in words of praise 
of the late President McKinley, for the 
great work he accomplished, in reuntting 
the sections. He said that men who would 
hold high office should pattern after such 
men as Bryan and McE\nley. 

Future of Democracy. 

The speaker thought there was a great 
fuluire for the Democratic party. He 
thought the time would come when it 
would once more return to old principles 
ana doctrines, and: by doing 80, come 
into power at last. He attacked the Re- 
publican party and declared that its prin- 
ciples were utterly wrong. He believed it 
to pe the enemy of the constitution. 

Mr. Graves was time and again, during 
the progress of his address, imterrupted 
with applause, and when he sat down at 
the conciusion of his speech, the applause 
lasted for fully five minutes. Many of the 
regislators, who had never heard Mr. 
Graves before, sat spellbound, and many 
of them say they want to hear him again 
before they go home. 


COLONEL JAMES WINTER DIES. 


Well Known Citizen Succumbs at 
His Home in Kirk- 
wood. 

Colonel James L. Winter, one of At- 
lanta’s oldest citizens, passed away yes- 
terday morning at his summer home in 
Kirkwood, Ga., after an illness of about 
three weeks. Death Was caused by a 
complication of diseases. 

Colonel] Winter was born at Pendleton, 
gS. C., March 15, 1831. In early child- 
hood his parents moved to Harris coun- 
ty, Georgia, and there he lived until 
grown. /In 1865 he wag married to Miss 
Lavania Winn, of Marietta, Ga., who, 
with six children, survive him. 

Colonel Winter moved to Atlanta in 
1869. For many years he was one of the 
most prosperous wholesale merchants in 
the city.

OPPOSED TO NOWELL BILL. 


Joseph Hirsch and Dr. Parks Say It 
Does Not Meet De- 
mands. 

Hon. Joseph Hirsch and Dr. Willis B. 
Parks, who have been advocating the 
necessity of an inebriate asylum in Geor- 
xia for several years, have announced 
their opposition to the b.1] by Hon. Hal 
G. Nowell, representative of Walton 
county, for the establishment of an in- 
ebriate asylum. 

Messrs, Hirsch and Parks base their 
opposition to the bill mainly upon the 
ground that it is too broad in its appl:- 
cation to inebriates and that it is not 
expedient in that not enough money 
could be raised by the plan proposed to 
keep the inebriate asylum on its feet. 

The bill of the representative of Wal- 
ton county was published in The Con- 
stitution a few days ago. u..e bill pro- 
vides for the taxation of $10 per an- 
num orf all whisky dealers, in addition 
to the regular tax. The money thus 
raised, according to the purpose of the 
bill, is to be kept separate from all 
other state funds, and when $20,000 is 
accumulated, the asylum is to be estab- 
lished. 

Hon. Joseph Hirsch was seen yester- 
day by a representat:ve of The Consti- 
tution, and he did not conceal his dis- 
Satisfaction with the bill. 

“Why,’ said Mr. Hirsch, “it would 
take over two years to raise $20,000, 
and then the sum raised would not half 
defray the expenses of maintasning 
those who would-apply for treatment 
at the institution. 

“What we want is an appropriation 
from the state, and nothing short of 
that will be satisfactory to those who 
are fighting for an inebriate asylum,” 

Dr. Parks was even more pronounced 
in his opposition to the bil. Both Mr. 
Hirsch -.and Dr. Parks, hogyever, said 
they had’ the highest respect for the 
integrity and ability of Mr. Nowell, and 
would like to have him cooperate with 
them. 

“Why should the whisky dealer py all 
the expenses of such an insutution as 
Mr. Nowell proposes?’’ asked Dr. Parks 
yesterday. 

“The asylum, as proposed in the bill, 
is to care fer all inebriates, regardless 
of whether they are dipsomaniacs or pe- 
riodical drinkers of alcohol, cocaine in- 
ebriates, morphine inebriates, patent 
medicine inebriates, chloral and bromide 
inebriates, ether inébriates, jamaica gin- 
ger inebriates, or soda water inebriates, 

‘“‘Members of all these kinds of in- 
ebriates would apply for maintenance 
at the institution, but the Wiisky man 
must pay for it all, as if he has any- 
thing to do with a man being an ex- 
cessive sniffer of cocaine. I am in favor 
ot whisky dealers doing their part, but 
no more. 

“We have raised already several thou- 
sand dollars for an inepvriate asylum, 
and we shal lask the legislature to ap- 
propriate a similar amount. Then we 
shall start the asylum on a smal scale, 
and in a few years we hope to have li 
large enough to maintain ail Kinds ald 
classeS ol inebriates, and, in addition, 
have it self-supporting.”

The municipal primary will be hela 
on October 4, 1905. The ward primary 
system will prevail, applying to councti- 
men, but not to aldérmen. Septembet 
13 is the last day for registering. The 
voters will be called upon to declare 
whether they want the ward primary 
System to continue. 

These things were decideqg upon yes- 
terday afternoon during the meeting of 
the city executive committée, which was 
rresided over by Chairman Hugh AM. 
Dorsey, and which began at 3 o’cloce 
ir the council chamber at city hall. City 
Clerk W. J. Campbell acted as secretary 
to the committee. 

The committee also unanimously adop- 
ted a resolution endorsing the movement 
to purchase the former property of the 
late Captain Evan P. Howell, in West 
End, and make it a public park in honor 
of his memory. In connection with this 
the committee also recommended to 
council the opening of public parks in 
various sections of the city for the ben- 
efit of the people. 

The resolution providing for ward 
primaries ang making other arrange- 
ments for the nomination of candidate. 
this year was introduced by C. N. Alien, 
Oo: the fourth ward, and it was adopted. 


Text of the Resolution. 

The full text of the resolution was as 
follows: 

“Whereas, at a primary election held 
ir the city of Atlanta, October 5, 1904. 
for the purpose of nominating city of- 
ficials, for the city of Atlanta, the ques- 
tion ‘for ward primaries,’ and ‘against 
ward primaries’ was submitted to the 
qualified electors of said primary elec- 
tion, resulting in 3,106 votes for ward 
primary, and 1,334 votes against ward 
rrimary. 

“And, whereas, a decided majority ol! 
the electors who voted on the question 
of ward primaries, voted in favor of 
ward primaries for the election of coun- 
cilmen. 

“Therefore, be it resolved, by the elty 
executive committee, of the city of At- 
lanta, That a white primary election be 
held in said city on Wednesday, October 
4, 1905, for the nomination of the fo.- 
lowing officers: Two aldermen, for the 
city at large, one from the second and 
one from the -sixth ward; and eight 
councilmen, one from each ward of the 
city. ; 

“Resolved 2nd. That the nominativu 
for aldermen shall be made by the city 
at large, and the nomination for coun- 
cilmen shall be made by the respective 
wards, under the terms hereinafter 
provided. 

‘Resolved, 3rd, That the polls of said 
primary elections shall be open at 7 
c’clock, a. m., and remain open until 
7 o’clock, p. m., in each ward of the 
city. That a ballot box shall be placed 
at each voting precinct in the city os 
Atlanta, each ballot box shal] be in 
charge of three sworn managers and 
three sworn clerks, to be appointed and 
published at least six days before said 
primary election by a sub-committee com. 
posed of one member from each ward, 
and the two ex-efficio members as 
heheinafter provided. 

“The representatives of said primary 
committee shall be appointed from the 
regular city executive committee by the 
chairman of ‘this committee. 

“Resolved, 4th. - That all legally quali- 
fied white voters, whose names appear 
on the list of registered voters, up to and 
including September 3, 1905, shall he 
entitled to participate in said primary 
election. 

“Resolved 6th. That no registration 
certificates Shall be allowed on primary 
election day, and the managers of said 
primary election shall allow no one to 
vote in said primary election unless his 
name appears on the regular registration 
lists. 

“Resolved, 7th. That the sub-com- 
mittee provided for in this resolution, 
Shall appoint and announcé the managers 
and clerks in each ward in said primary 
election and fill the same: together with 
any and all vacancies up to the day of 
Said primary election. 

“In the event any manager or ‘clerk 
shall not appear at the voting pre-inct 
On the day of said primary election, the 
manager or managers appearing at the 
voting precinct, shall appoint men to fill 
any vacancy or vacancies on said dace: 
shall arrange for polling places, ballot 
boxes and make any and all arrange- 
ments necessary for properly conducting 
the primary election held under and by 
authority of this resolution. 

“They shall assess, in their discretion 
each candidate as equitably as may “os 
necessary to defray the expenses of aaid 
primary election, such as pol] rents, furn- 
ishing meals to managers and clerks, 
hire of managers ang clerks, and al] ne- 
céssary expenses of said primary elec- 
tion and disburse the same. 

“Resolved, 8th, That every voter 
participating in said primary election 
shall be considered as pledged to support 
the nominee of the same. 

“Resolved, 9th, Thar 
tive committee shall assemble in tha 
council chamber Thursday, October 5, 
at i2 o'clock, noon, to consolidate the 
vote of said primary election and an- 
nounce the results, declaring the nomi- 
nees of said primary election.”’

As intimated by The Record-Herald, 
the figures given by the editor of The 
News may challenge the credulity of 
many westerners and easterners to 
whom Birmingham may have been a 
rather vague figure in the commercial 
world. Southerners, however, ac- 


| cept such statements without the least 


reference to the _ salt-cellar. They 
know how rapid and sure has been 
the unfolding of Birmingham’s trade 
and commerce, and their information 
has come through eye-witnesses and 
expert sttfdents of economic condi- 
tions, with not a suspicion of interest 
or prejudice to tinge their view- 
points. 

The Record-Herald, moreover, is a 
little unjust in applying the deroga- 
tory word “boom” to either the intent 
of the special edition mentioned or to 
the status of the city itself. Birming- 
ham long ago.overtook and passed the 
necessity for “boom advertising.” Its 
people have seen the folly of such 
procedure in their own experience. 
From the boom stage the city has 
emerged strengthened and_ rebuilt, 
and today its prosperity and prospects 
are founded on tangible bank clear- 
ings, bona fide furnace, mine and 
foundry construction and operation; 
and a wholesale mercantile trade 
which stretches far’into contiguous 
territory. 

some months ago The Manufactur- 
ers’ Record, of aBltimore, sent one of 
its most reliable staff correspondents 
into the Birmingham district. In a 
series of articles he related verifiable 
facts which to the uninitiated had all 
the seeming of commercial fables. He 
established that the foremost busi- 
ness and corporate interests in the 
country were pouring their capital 
into the mines and furnaces of the 
famous “district,” and that improve- 
ments projected were calculated to 
double values in that vicinity within 
a remarkable short interval of time. 
Further evidence was adduced show- 
ing that Birmingham was. surely 
creeping up on the record held by 
Pittsburg; and that its manifold ad- 
vantages and as yet undetermined 
wealth of resources had many years 
ago drawn from such a practiced ob- 
server as the late Abram Hewitt 
prophecies more radical and circunr 
stantia] than those made by the ed- 
itor of THe News. 

William E. Curtis, the veteran com 
respondent of The Record Herald. 
could add confirmatory evidence to 
these statements. We imagine his in- 
fluence is at wogk when the paper 
mentioned concedes that Birmingham 
is destined to “great expansion.” The 
Constitution has long been of that 
opinion itself. Prophecy is a danger- 
ous and unprofitable pastime; but if 
we cared to indulge in it, we would 
pin our faith to the estimatee of the 
Birmingham editor. 


The Value of Good Roads. 

A striking example of the value of 
good roads is afforded by Madison 
county, Tennessee, of which Jackson 
is the county seat. What the people 
of this Tennessee county have done 
the people of every county in Georgia 
can do, and the same necessity ex- 
ists for their doing it. 

The inception of Madison county’s 
great road improvement was as re- 
cently as 1901, in the spring of which 
year a rousing good roads convention 
was held in Jackson, The leading 
citizens of the county, officials of va- 


In both cities the genius of 


tatives in the state legislature were 
requested toe introduce a bill author- 
izing the county to issue bonds for 
read building to the amount of $300,- 
000. The bill was passed and the 
work was begun in earnest in June, 
1908, under a competent engineer, 
A BUrvey was made and the best 
routes selected, changes in location 
being made in many cases to avoid 
heayy grades. Hired help was em- 
ployed, with the exception of a small 
force from the county stockade under 
the control of the county workhouse 
commissioners, Bridges and culverts 
were made permanent and solid, so 
far as possible. 

Since then 241-4 miles of fine per- 
manent road have been built at a 
cost of a little more than $150,000, 
the work having been done within a 
radius of five miles from the corpor- 
ate limits of the city of Jackson, and 
the second $150,000 will be expended 
in constructing roads within a radius 
of ten miles. It has been found that 
the cost of repairs on the first “ex- 
hibition road” built several years ago 
i$ $33 a mile per annum, whereas the 
cost of repairs of the old dirt roads 
amounted to $684 a mile per annum. 

It is stated authoritatively that 
since the construction of these scien- 


land values throughout the county 
have increased in very many in- 
stances from 20 to 100 per cent, and 
city property has greatly enhanced in 
value. The whole county has taken 
On new life as the direct result of 
gcod roads, and the homes of the 
farmers reflect the new-found pros- 
perity in home improvements, 
paint, new fences, and in a dozen ob- 
vious ways. The “new era” in Mad- 
ison county is thus described: 


There are no houses ‘‘to rent’ in Jack- 
son; builders are busy, numbers of new 
real estate offices have been opened, 
large tracts of farm land are being sub- 
divided, and prices are being paid which 
astonish the most far-seeing champion 
of this now popular movement. 

New families from adjoining counties 
and states are constantly coming in, 
some to make their homes in the city 
and others wanting farms on the “good 
roads.”"" Still others, looking ahead and 
anticipating profits, have made  pur- 
chases 5 and 6 miles back from these 
roads, paying largely increased prices. 

The figures show since 1900 a growth 
of the city of Jackson of about 5,000. 
The interest ow the $150,000 of bonds 
issued is 4 per cent, $6,000 per annum. 
The saving in repairs on the roads to 
the county is clearly very large. 

The cost per mile formerly each year 
was $684; of the permanent roads the 
cost was $33, a difference of $651 per 
mile in favor of the new roads. The 
total of the permanent roads, including 
the “levee” roads, is now 29.15, mak- 
ing a total annual saving in repairs of 
over $20,000, which would pay the inter- 
est charges on the money expended, and 
leave a‘ balance of $14,000 to the good. 


The Constitution is glad to see a 
number of enterprising Georgia coun- 
ties moving in the same direction. 
The value of permanent roads to any 
county is simply incalculable. 
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The Life Insurance Problem. 

Editor Gonstitution: While not an in- 
surance expert, I take great interest in 
anything pertaining to life insurance, and 
noticing your article, “The Cost of Life 
Insurance,’ J] take the opportunity of 
calling your attention to some points 
which may reduce the cost of life in- 
surance. 

As you may be aware, the life insurance 
premiums collected from the policy hold, 
ers consist, in the main, of three 
items: 

Firstly, of a certain sum calculated to 
earn 3 per cent compound interest and 
arrive, in a given number of years, at 
$1,000. : 

Secondly, a sum of money calculated to 
offsef the cost of carrying a life insur- 
ange risk at a given age during the re- 
spective year. 

Thirdiy, of a sum calculated to pay al! 
expenses of carrying on the business of 
life insurance already on their books 
and also adding new insurance. 

Any saving, or reduction, in the prem- 
jum must come mainly from these 
sources. If money is lent out by the in- 
surance company at, say 5 per cent, the 
difference of 2 per cent is credited to 
the policy holder. If the mortality is be- 
low the one expected and expressed by 
the sum under item 2, such saving ik 
called serving on mortality and 
returned to the policy holder. The same 
applies to item 3. Any saving in the act- 
ual expenses, compared with the expenses 
calculated on, as expressed by the sum 


under item 3, is returned to the policy| 


holder. 

In addition to these above ftems, some 
iprotit may accrue to the persistent poli- 
cy holder from lapsed policies. This 
latter item is very unreliable, as mostly 
all first class companies alow the policy 
holder some consideration for the pay- 
ments that he has made up to the time 
he jawpses his policy.

Capt. Howell and Stonewall Jackson. 
Hon., Ben E.. Russell, of Bainbridge, 
writes The Constitution retelling the fol- 
lowing good story which Captain Howell 
used to tell at his Own expense of the 
time he and a committee of. soldiers 
“waited upon Stonewall Jackson to ad- 
Vise him what to do.’’ Mr. Russel] 
writes: 


“The following is the substance of a 
war story that the late Captain Evan P. 
Howell loved to tell. The writer was a 
member of the First Georgia regiment, 
at Romney at the time, and was cogni- 
zant of the facts here related. 

“Generals Loring and Stonewall Jack- 
son, with the confederate army, after 
‘a dreadful march unparalleled in the 
history. of our war, arrived at Romney, 
Va., the enemy fleeing upon their ap- 
proach. We pitched camp near the town, 
where we remained over two weeks, dur- 
ing which time we never saw the sun, 
owing to the awful weather of rain, 
snow and sleet alternately, and fre- 
quently all at the same time. The roads 
were knee-deep in muddy Slush arid ice 
making picket duty an almost unbear- 
able hardship. The men got the blues 
and became discontented and began to 
inquire of each other, ‘What are we here 
for anyhow?’ Both officers and men 
were on the verge of mutiny. 

“To add fuel to flame it was 
stood among the troops that 
Loring and old Stonewall were in total 
disagreement over the situation. Then 
some wiseacres of the regiment proposed 
a mass meeting of the men and officers 
of the brigade to protest against the 
continuation of the campaign by resolu- 
tions and the sending of a committee to 
General Jackson with them. The mass 
meeting was held, the resolutions drawn 
and the committee appointed. Of those 
on the committee from the First Georgia 
were Evan P. Howell, of the Washington 
Rifles, and Samuel A, Crump, captain 
of the Walker Light infantry, of Au- 
gusta.

Furthermore, Hon. Walter B. Hill, as 
well as his immediate predecessor in the 
chancellorship of the university, has pub- 
licly declared his approval of the meas- 
ure. Does he know nothing of the pub- 
lic good, or is he careless of it? 

Still further, Georgia never taxed a 
college endowment until i877. Did the 
great men of a former generation know 
and care nothing for the best interests 
of the state of Georgia? 

Yet again, most of the states of the 
union, including northern and western 
states, where the endowment of colleges 
has been encouraged, do not tax college 
endowments. Are they in a state of op- 
pression or corruption thereby? 

But let us look at this matter a little 
more closely. The taxing power is a 
sovereign power of the state, to be ex- 
ercised or not, as the welfare of the 
state may seem to require. If the ex- 
emption of any species of property will 
help the state more than would its tax- 
ation, it is entirely competent for the 
state to exempt it, and it is right that 
it should do so. In short, this is a 
question of policy. In tne exercise of 
this right Georgia exempts statuary, li- 
braries, churches, etc. If the exemption 
of college endowments is an indirect way 
of making the state support the colleges, 
then the exemption of the churches is 
an indirect way of making the state 
support them, and we have a union of 
church and state—a concordat indeed. Do 
the gentlemen who oppose the exemption 
of the endowments of colleges so vio- 
lently that they are not even willing to 
allow the people to vote on the subject 
nor trust any future legislature to deal 
with the matter, wi:. the churches 
taxed? . 

The Carnegie libraries are not taxed; 
does the state thereby indirectly sup- 
port them? They are the privilege of 
a very few people when the number of 
buildings and grounds exceed the value 
those they serve is compared with the 
whole population. Shalb the country 
people be forced imdirectly to contribute 
to the support of these loraries for 
the benefit of the small number of city 
folks who use them? 

The buildings and grounds of colleges 
are now exempt. If the exemption of 
their endowments indirectly makes the 
state their supporter, so does the ex- 
emption of their bu.ldings and grounds. 
Would these gentlemen tax the buildings 
and grounds also? 

There is a special phase of this point 
to which I desire to draw special atten- 
tion. Most of the property of the col- 
leges for negroes in Georgia is in build- 
ings and grounds. Thelr enuowments are 
held in states which do not tax educa- 
tional funds, but the value of _ their 
of both the endowments anu all other 
property of the colleges for whites.

Hooper Alexander Opposed 
Charter Amendment,

Wanted to Prohibit Closing of Wav- 
erly Place Until Viaduct Was 
Started — House Refused to 
Adopt His Amendment 
and Bill Was Passed. 


Atlanta’s charter amendment ‘bill was 
passed by the house of representatives 
yesterday by the vote of 98 to 0. 

Although there was no adverse vote 
to the bill itself, the measure did not 
get through without some opposition. 

The first effort made to get the bill up 
in the house for action by unanimous 
consent falled on account of objection 
from Hon. Hooper Alexander, of De- 
Kalb, Later Mr. Alexander withdrew his 
objection and the bill was put on its 
passage. 

Mr. Alexander, however, made a de- 
termined fight ‘against one section of the 
measure, that relating to the closing of 
Waverly place and the construction of 
the Washington street viaduct on the 
grounds that this was a general measure 
and also that there would be no closing 
of Waverly place unti] the construction 
of the proposed viaduct had actually 
begun.

The bill as it stood, with a couple of 
committee amendments which were 
adopted, was then passed by a vote of 98 
to 0. Mr. Alexander did not vote either 
way on the bill.

Judges’ Salaries. 


No further material changes were made 
by the house in the general tax Dill, 
which passed that body yesterday by a 
vote of 116 to 0. After its passage the 
bill was ordered at once transmitted to 
the senate so that it will be read for 
the first time in that body today. 

An effort was made upon motion of 
Mr. Wright, of Floyd, to get through 
an amendment to enforce the return for 
taxation of all notes, mortgages, liens 
and similar evidences of inaebtedness, 
by making them inadmissible as evi- 
dence in courts of judgment, unless they 
bore the stamp of the tax receiver as 
having been returned. This amendment 
brought on the strongest fight of the 
day’s session, but it was defeated by a 


large majority. 

Mr. Perry, of Hall, sought to have the 
house Yreconsider its action in defeating 
his amendment to make all railroads, 
street railroads and sleeping car compa- 
nies pay total taxes amounting to | |!-2 
per cent of their gross rece;pts, but this 
was voted down. 


Only One Change Made. 

The only change made in the bill at 
all yesterday was the adoption of an 
amendment by Mr. Bush, of Miller, re- 
quiring that all confederate veterans 
who are exempted from the payment of 
special taxes shall make requisite proof 
that they are entitled to such exemp- 
tion, 

Chairman Wise, of the ways and means 
committee, has been warmly compliment- 
ed on all sides by the members of the 
house, upon the masterful manner in 
which he has handled the general tax 
bill. He was frequently on his feet in 
earnest defense of the committee’s re- 
port, and it is said fewer changes were 
made in the present measure than in 
any which has passed the house in 
years, 

The McMichael educational bill pro- 
viding for elections in counties and 
school districts on the question of local 
taxation for school purposes, was pass- 
ed, as was also the bill making an ap- 
propriation to pay the increased salaries 
of superior and supreme court judges, 
which were authorized, but not provided 
for by the last legislature. 

Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, mtroduced 
a resolution providing for the appoint- 
ment of a joint committee to take up 
the matter of redistricting the state af- 
ter the new counties have been created, 
so as to place the new counties in con- 
gressional districts. 

To Force Return of Notes. 

When the general tax bill was taken 
up, the house adopted the sections re- 
latmg to the manner of making tax 
returns by railroad, steamboat, telephone, 
telegraph companies and other corpora- 
tions, without debate. 

An interesting contest came wp, how- 
ever, on section 14, which provides for 
the taxation of notes, accounts, judg- 
ments and other similar evidences of in- 
debtedness. 

To this section Mr. Wright, of Floyd, 


notes, accounts, mortgages, liens 
similar evidences of indebtedness shall 
be listed and returned to the tax re- 
ceiver, who shall 
them having been returned; and, further, 
unless such notes, mortgages, etc., are 
stamped as returned, 
admissible in evidence in any court of 
law for the purpose of securing judg- 
ment, 

There was considerable debate on the 
Wright amendment, the author urging 
it on the ground that it was necessary 
in order to compel a compliance with 
the law. Owners of such evidences of 
debt do not now return them, he said, 
and will not do so unless they are 
forced to. 

On the other hand, it was claimed the 
measure was an extreme one, and that 
the effect of it would be to injure the 
farmers holding small notes and ac- 
counts, this being the very class it was 
designed to protect. Frequently these 
notes, etce., were out of the state or 
where they could not be returned in 
this manner. The law already required 
the return of this property, and the 
property owner was required to include 
this class of property under his oath.

The remaining sections of the tax b.1l, 
providing for the administrative features 
of the general tax act, were adopted 
without debate.

The house, by a vote of 8! to 39, re- 
fused to reconsider its action in de- 
feating the amendment to section 9 by 
Mr. Perry, of Hall, requ:ring all raill- 
road, street railroad and sleeping car 
companies to pay to the state total 
taxes amounting to | 1-2 per cent on 
their gross receipts. The motion to re- 
consider was made by Mr. Perry, the 
author of the amendment, who made a 
strong argument m its favor. The pre- 
vious question was then called and the 
vote taken. 

This disposed of the general tax bill 
in all its deta:sis, and the bill was then 
passed by a vote of 115 to 0, and was 
ordered immediately transmitted to the 
senate.

Vice President Suspended and 
iis esignation Asked or, 


Executive Committee of the Southern 
Cotton Association Approves of 
President’s Action — Declares 
Peters Was Not in Harmony 
With the. Association. 


a 


President Harvie Jordan, of the South- 
ern Cotton Association, yesterday de- 
manded the resignation of E. S. Peters, 
vice president of the association. 

The action of President Jordan meets 
with the approval of the executive com- 
mittee of the association, he having cone 
sulted the members of the committee by 
wire before taking action. After hearing 
from seventeen of the twenty-five mem- 
bers of the committee President Jordan 
telegraphed to Vice President Peters at 
Washington demanding his resignation 
and suspending him as an officer of the 
association. 

The action of the president is based 
upon certain utterances made by Colonel! 


-Peters at Washington July 31, and his 


actiong there since that time, where he 
has since remained. President Jordan de- 
clares that Colonel Peters’ statements 
and actions clearly indicate that he is 
not in harmony with the president and 
Secretary Cheatham in their efforts to 
push the Investigation of the bureau of 
cotton statistics, nor in harmony with 
the views of the members of the South- 
ern Cotton Association. 

President Jordan gave out the follow- 
ing statement for publication yesterday: 

“I have today wired Vice President E. 
S. Peters, demanding his resigmation and 
Suspend him as an officer of the South- 
ern ‘Cotton Association. Mr. Peters has 
been in Washington since about the I8th 
of July. The public utterances of Colonel 
Peters through the press as vice presi- 
dent of the association and his action in 
Washington since that time clearly indi- 
cate that he is not in harmony with the 
present efforts of the association con- 
cerning a full and complete investiga- 
tion of the bureau of cotton statistics 
and other divisions of the department of 
agriculture. On Tuesday of this week I 
received a telegram from’ Secretary 
Cheatham, who is also in Washington, 
to the effect that Colonel Peters was do- 
ing all in his power to injure the as- 
sOcilation and was not acting in good 
faith. Before taking definite action i 
desired the indorsement of the executive 
committee. I immediately wired the above 
information to each member «and out of 
nineteen replies eighteen members em- 
phatically authorize demand for resig- 
nation. Five members of the committee 
were absent from their homes and could 
not be reached. The following members 
indorse and authorize action taken:

MANY WANT CERTIFICATES. 


Government and City Health Officers 
Are Kept Continually 
Busy. 

Since last Saturday between 300 and 
400 yellow efver refugees have come in 
to Atlanta ¢rom the infected districts. 
‘Between 250 and 400 health certificates 
have been issued daily by the Atlanta 
board of health during the past two 
weeks, 

These two facts serve to show about 
how many yellow fever refugees are 
pouring in and out of Atlanta daily. It 
is conservatively esthmated that there 
are 1,000 refugees now in Atlanta. 

The opening of the government health 
office on the fourth floor of the post- 
office building yesterday will serve in 
one way to draw more refugees, and in 
another way to get them to go to other 
cities and states. 

On account of the inclement weather 
there were not so many callers at the 
health office yesterday as there would 
have been otherwise. As it was, about 
30 certificates were issued before 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
Dr. C. P. Wortenbaker, the United 
States sureon, who is in charge of the 
office, is not issuing certificates to those 
who merely want to travel through 
He issues them to those de- 
siring to enter quarantined districts, 
As proof that the party desiring the 
certificates has not been in an infected 
district within the prescribed length of 
time, the surgeon required the statemont 
of hote] proprietors and boarding hou-: 
proprietors or other reliable parties. 
Stamped railway tickets or other simi- 
similar evidence are also accepted. 

Dr, Wortenbaker has received instruc- 
tions from the government health office 
to change the length of time that a party 
has to be away from an infected dis- 
trict from five to six days. He re- 
quires the signature of the party asking 
the certificate, in addition to his thumb 
mark.

The relative firmness was due’ partly to 
a decreased movement of wheat in the 
southwest. Receipts today at St. Louis 
and Kansas City were 227,000 bushels, 
against 434,000 a year ago. Another in- 
fluence sustaining the market was hot, 
damp weather in the northwest, a con- 
dition c®nduci¥e to the development of 
black rust. The volume of business, 
however, was not large, the fact that 
the government report would be made 
pubhc at noon seeming to act as @ 
check on early trading. When the con- 
dition of spring sown wheat was an- 
nounced the figures were found to be 
several points higher than had been gen- 
erally expected. The percentage was 
89.2 ,as against 9! on July |.

Subsequently» the market re- 
gained a portion of the loss on covering 
by shorts, but the close was weak with 
September at 82c.

Primary receipts were 49,000 bushels, 
compared with 852,000 a year ago.

Notwithstanding the break in wheat 
prices‘ the corn market held steady the 
entire session. The reason for the com- 
paratively firm undertone was an active 
demand from commission houses. Fresh 
reports from Illinois of damage owing ‘to 
lack of rain formed the main incentive 
for buying. The government report had 
little effect. The condition of corn as 
officially. reported was 89, compared 
with 87.3 July |. These figures suggest 
a total yield of approximately 2,515,000 
bushels. The market closed steady at 
almost precisely yesterday’s final quota- 
tions.
